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OBITUARY,
—_——
Genesral Sania Anna.

The life—just brought toan ignoble close—of
Antonlo Lopez de Banla Anna, formerly Prosls
dent and Diotator of the Republic of Mexloo,
hos been a sulrring and eventful one, He was
born in Mexioco aboutl the yoar 1708, and first
distinguished himuelf In the war of Indepens
denoe agalnst Spaln o 1821, Im 1832 he drove
the Royslists ont of Vera Cruz, of which clty he
was appointed Governor; but he was subse-
guently deprived of that offloe by the Emperor
Yturblde, to whose overthrow he ocontributed,
in revenge for his removal from the honorable
and lucrative post, Putting himself afterwardl
at the head of the Federalists, he sustalned a
bloody defeat, and was compellad in oons
sequence to withdraw Into the province
of Jalapa. In 183 he deoclarad agalnst

Pedragza In favor of Guaerrero, who the
lollowing _year appolnted him Minister of War
and Commander-in-Chlefl of the Mexioan army.
When Bustamente became Presldent in 1830, he
resigned Lbhese oifices, declared himself this
time in favor of Pedrazza, and in a pitched
battle defeated the Government forces—an
event which gave the Presidency to Pedrazzn,
Sanin Auna succeeded Pedrasza as President
of Mexico In 1835, but in this new position he
wns nol as popular as he had been with the
army, and soveral of the Genernls, anvyling his
power, labored, not without suocess, Lo exelte
suspiclon against 1he Government and to pro-
voke revolt, After having put down two par-
tinl risings, in 18556 he was called upon to sub-
duoe a formidable outbreai in Texas, where he
was vanguishied and taken prisoneron the 21kt
of April, 1885 He was, however, released in
1857, and ook part in the defense of Vera Croz
agalnst the French in December, 1888, at which
time he lost a leg, which was shot off by a
cannon ball. He contioued President of Mexloo
till 1845, when his opponents succeeded In de-
priving him of power and procuring his banishe
ment from the country. He then sought refuge
In Havann, where he resided till the overthrow
of President Parcdes opened the way for his re-
turn to his native land In 1846, immodiately
afler which he was appointed to the commund
of the army, and was afllerwards ratsed once
more to the f'resldeuuf. This was the perlod of
the war with the Unlted Btates, and General
Santn Anna displayed conslderable skill and
activity in directing military operations, but he
was defeated al Buena Vista by Gen, Taylor, in
February, 1847, and at Cerro Gordo by Gen. Seolt
inthe following April. These disasters to the
Mexican army led to his beingbap wolnted Die-
tator, but he was again beaten by Lt as Con-
treras and Cherubusco, and compelled to accept
& truce, which was followed by the peaoce that
gave Texas o the United States. There was
nothing in the treaty of peace dishonorable Lo
Hanta Anna, but It was, nevertheless, turned to
his disadvantage by his opponents, and the
revoltl of a body of guerilia troops commanded
by his personal enemy Paredes drove him from
power, and made him for the second timean
extle from Mexico, He then selected;the fsland
of Jamalea as his home; butafter four years
fortune n favored himand opened the way
for his return to Mexlco. Daring his absence
aparchy prevalled to a !rlghl.m?l extenl; the
publie floances fell Into n deplorable condl-
tion; and the country had a Government
in name only. BSuoch was the state of
affalrs when the public wvolce demanded
his recall and restoration to power—a
demand with which he was not slow In
complylng. On his return in 1852 he was bhalled
with acclamations as the Bavior of the Repub-
lle, and was Immedlstely invested with dictato-
rinl powers. He at once adopted energetio
mensores, dispersing the Congress by military
force, and then proceeded to reorganize the
army, the finances, and the administration of
4muce. a8 well a8 Lo revise the Constitution,
The Hepublioan party opposed him to the
utmost ot thelr power, but with B0 much sne-
cess did he carry his measares, that his ex-
traordinary powers were prolonged, and in De-
cember, 1853, he was proglalmed bictator for
life. But unother reverse was in store for him,
The new trealy with the United States, made in
1854, settling the botmdary question, ralsed such
# storm agalust the Dictalor, and gave such an

advantage tw the opposition parly, that
percelving himselfl to in imminent
danger, he suddenly left the coanlry lor

Havann, just before the triple losarreection
of the Indians, Lhe sple, and the olergy,
which gave Mexico three Presidents—Carrera,
Alvarez, and Comonfort—Iin the short space of
flx months, On the occupation of Mexloo by
the French in 1863, Santa Anna obtained per-
mission to return to bis country. Hearrivedat
Vera Crug in Febroary, 1864, after nine years'
absence from Mexlco, and on landlog was re-
quired, as a condition of remaining in the coun-
Lry, to sign & paper declaring his adhesion to
the French Intervention, reor,?nlalng as the
only legitimate Government the monarchy
procinimed by the Assembly of Notables, wiln
the Archduke Maximillan as Emperor, and
pledging himself to abstaln from any olltical
demonstration ellher by speech or wril nlg. and
to conduct himselfl splely as a private cllizen.
It was only o few days, however, before an
address appeared in & pewspaper al Orizaba,
signed by Santa Anna, dealing with the politis
enl questions of the hour, and setting forth the
services which the writer bhad reudered o
Mexico, but connselling, at the same time, a
willing obedlence tothe Emplre. As thisaddress
was regnrded as constituling a violatlon of the
pledge Santa Anna hsduglven not to meddle lo
any way with publle affairs, he was ordered by
Marshal Bazaine forthwith to leave Mexlo,
which be accordlogly dld, golng fivst to
Havana and afterwards to St Thomas, AL
the latter place he resided il enrlﬁ in 1866
when he came gquite unexpectedly to b e United
Btates, landing In New York., He uubnaqiuonuy
took up hiis residence at Ellzabethport, in New
Jersey, from which place he lssued an address
to the Mexiean people, the princlpal features
of which were the altack Il made upon the
Liberal party in Mexico, and the offer of his
gervices to assist in dellvering Mexico from
the stale of anarchy and misery into which she
had been plunged. To this address the Mexi-
enn Club of New York published n.rerlly, ro-
testing lﬁul:uﬂ. his Interference with Mexican
affairs, ¢ nlso pald & visit 1o Washington,
with n view, It was romored atthe time, of in-
ducing the United States Government to assist
him with men and money In establishin
A Liberal Government In Mexico, 0
which he should be the hesd, His
more resant movements must be  fresh
in the recollection of our readers Hellav-
ing that lo the final overthrow of the Ewmpire
the opportanity for which he bad long walted
of Interunlm{ n the affalrs of his conutry, and
urging bis claims to be the ohlef director of her
afl A Al length arrived, he Jofl o few
weolks ago In the steamer Virginla, Intendin
to land &t Vera Uruz, and, taking adwmugo o
the unsettled stute of things in Mexico, to get
up & revolution 1o his own favor. The sequel 1s
soon lold. He lsnded st Vera Orozon the 4t
of June, bul was immediately compelled to re-
embari, and the Virginia then left for the port
of Sisal. Un reaching that plice he was lg]:;d

He declares the nomination
upacceptable, and to have bean made In the
face of bis explicit avowals that he wounld take no
other place than the first one on the ticket. He
BRYH;~—

“Ambitlon, in its normal condition, nsually
assumes an upward direction, and mine 1Is
claimed to be exceptional. My aspirations did
notembraoce the mental ressrvation that if I
gould not rise to & decided honor, thal I would
sink to & doubtful compliment. Having ucted
in the capacity of Seoretary of State and Super-
Intendent of Cemmon Bohools al the age of
thirty-three, and of member of Congress at
forty-threo; now eutnrmlnln&al least the tmagi-
nation that my utterances, tolls, and sacrifices
within these past ten years of flerce polltioal
conflict have beepn guite equal to those of any
other Ohloan, 18 1t not presamable by persons
of ordinary taste and 1ntelligence, that & posi-
tion where my oapacities would t’m in & state
of suspended anlmation for seven or selght
monl,l:.l] in a period of two years, would not be
ngreeable?

“Secondly. I have nelther the taste nor men-
1al qualities and hablis adapted Lo the functions
of the presiding officer of the Ohlo Senate,
Distinguisped as the position is, It does not
suit my mercurinl temperament. The most
elevated chalr in a delliberative memblf, with-
ous the prlvue&e of particliputing in its pro-
ceedings, would be o me but an honorable
{rprisonment.

“’i‘hlrmy. It would be allke Inoxredlont and
unwise for me, in the present condition of my
health and private ir«, to enguge in an ex-
ocited and protracted polli.{ml cunvass, It s
well known to my personal friends that for Lhe
cause specitied I hesltated, even untll within a
few days of the meeiing of the conveantion, ns
to the propriety of having my name submitted
to the convention. I econcluded, however, that
for so lmportant a prize as the exeoutive chalr
of the State of Ohlo and the leadership Ina
campaign lovolving imrlnciplen very dear Lo my
heart, 1 eould brave dv meet the tolls of wne
geverest struggle and submit to a lurge pecas
nlary sacrifice.

“It 1s not, however, proper, nor am I f"’""“’d
to imperil ilfe. assums the responsibllity of a
deeply imporiant campalgn, and sacrifice my
pecunin interests and soclal and domestio
comfort for so unatiractive a distinetion and
such unwelcome duties as are conneclted with
the position to which I have been invited, My
patriotism during the war could and did ac-
commodate itsell Lo very subordinate and op-
pressive duoties, but it eannot expand to such
enlarged proportions lno this time of peace.
Ag my intimate {riends well know, who nuder-
stand the full signifieance of my plea of in-
sufficient physleal energy for the daties of an
active politiecal umlnlgn. that it would be
much wiser for me, in view of my future com-
fort and usefolness, Lo alleviate rather than en-
large the burdens of my cares and employ-
ments—1io contraot the sphere of netivities,
and to court scenes of qulet and recreation
rathier than thosa of nolse and excitement.”

After testifylng appreciation of the regards of
his friends, Mr. Galloway declares his faith In
the words of the Apostle, *‘That God hath made
of one blood all nations to dwell upon the face
of the earth,” and concludes as follows:—

“With such a foundation for my faith and
1abors I ean ealmly meet Individuaal trinls and
temporary defeats, and can patiently antiel-

ate and labor for that which s dearer Lo me
han personal elevation—man's redemption.
With such convietions, I cannot do otherwlse,
as clroumstances may permit, with volee, vota,
and iunfluence, to snstaln our Unlon State
ticket: and my exhortation tosll loyal men
is to rully under the standard of the only politi-
eal orgunizgation whioh embraces the sure and
abiding elements of the highest and purest
civilization™ _
